Step 7 ... Thread over hook and draw 
loop through (2 loops on hook), 
thread over and draw through 2 
loops. 

Step 8... Repeat Steps 4 to 7 inclu- 
sive until staple is filled. 

Step 9... Remove all but the last 4 
loops from staple and continue as be- 
fore for length desired. 


EASY WAY TO COUNT LOOPS: If Hairpin Lace Strip requires a large number of 
loops, always mark every 25th loop on each side of strip until the necessary 


number of loops have been made.
